Reeves and Son verfus Tuomas (a Butcher). 


HIS was an action brought by the plaintiffs, who are colour- 

men upon Holborn-hill, againft the defendant as the owner 
of anox, to recover a compenfation for the damage done to 
their property, by the animal’s running into their fhop on the 
uthof O€tober laft. 

Lemon Cafely faid, hewas a conftable appointed by the Court 
of Aldermen to take care of the cattle in Smithfield-market. 
Onthe rrth of Oétober he obferved fomething very particular 
about the ox in queftion; he at firft was apprehenfive that the 
animal was rather wild ; he immediately went up to Thomas 
Starkie, the drover, and {poke to him about it, when the latter in- 
formed him that the beaft was blind; the witnefs then ad: iled 
him to be ds careful with it as poffible; the animal was fvon 
afterwards conducted among adrove of 30 from Smitafield down 
Snowhill, at the bottom of which it flew out of the drove, and 
got upon the pavement; Starkie’s fon goaded it, with a view to 
get it off; the beaft then ran its head into the plaintiff’s ihop- 
window, and did great damage. The witnefs followed itas far as 
the bottom of Snow-hill, 
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Mr. Butler made an eftimate of the colours and other goods 
that were fpoiled in the fhop, which amounted to 431. IIs. 2d, he 
made this eftimate by the direction of Mr. Reeves. 

Mr. Whitaker, a glazier, proved the amount of the damages 
done to the glafs windows. a 

Mr. Jofeph Howell, carpenter, was employed to repair the cafe. 
ments, the charge for which was 11. 18s. 4d. 

A witnefs proved, that the defendant acknowledged himfelf to 
be the owner of the ox. 

On the part of the defendant, Starkie the drover, and his fon, 
were called, to prove that the accident did not arife from negli. 
gence ; they faid, the greateft care was taken to drive the animal 
quietly; they enquired at Smithfield whether he would go fafely, 
and they were affured he weuld ; they had frequenily driven man 
blind cattle home without any damage. Starkie, the elder, had 
been a drover for 52 years. 

Lord Kenyon faid, that this caufe was of infinite importance 
to the public. His Lordfhip faid, it was certainly true thata 
man had a right to drive cattle through the ftreets of London, 
taking all the care that human prudence could fuggeft; fohe 
might a wolf or a lion. In the prefent cafe it appeared there 
was a total negligence ; for, as foon as it was known by the drover 
that the beaft was blind, an halter ought to have been put aboutit, 
An animal, in this blind ftate, was likely to run againft any thing, 


and todo immenfe damage, His Lordfhip added, that though 


he pitied the individual who was tofuffer, he was extremely glad 
the action was brought, as a caution to others; and he hopedit 
would reach the ears of every man, as a caufe of the greatettim- 
portance to the lives of the King’s fubjects. 

The Jury found a verdi&t for the plaintiff. Damages 43).

’ A Few days fince James Harris, a pilot, convicted of negled- 
ing to perform quarantine, according to his Majefty’s Order in 
Council, was brought from the King’s Bench Prifon into Court, 
to receive judgment, 
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The Attorney General obfervVed that the Court had entertained 
fome doubts refpecting the punifhment for an offence of this 
de{cription. - ‘Hettid ‘perufed the ftatute, and he found it referred 
to the order of Privy ‘Council, directing the performance of 
quarantine. The’ pitioner had offended again{ft a mandatory law 
which commanded an obedience to the order of Council. This 
was therefore an offence for which the Court could inflict a dif. 
cretionary punifhment. As tothe meafure of tiat punithment, 
he fhould only obferve, that the cafe was of fuch infinite impor 
tance to the public at large, that it behoved the wifdom of the 
Court to ftamp their authority upon the neceflity of performing 
quarantine ; and if this could be done without exemplary puniih- 
‘ment, it would be more accordant with his feelings. 

Mr. Garrow addreffed the Court on behalf of the prifoner, in 
which he urged the heavy expence his client had tuftained, and 
the imprifonment he had already undergone. He produced an 
affidavit ftating that the prifoner nad offended through ignorance, 
that he had a wife with fix children, and fhe was then pregnant 
with the feventh; that they all folely depended upon his lavour 
for their fupport. The prifoner alfo produced a petition, iigned 
by feveral re{pectable merchants at Briitol, praying for the mercy 
of the Court. 

The Court fentenced him to be imprifoned for the term of 
one year inthe King’s Bench Prifon. 





K I N Gs BEN C H, 
HUNTER verfus POTTER. 


THIS was a cafeof importance totrade. It came before the 
Court upon a fpecial verdict. The circumftances were thefe ; 
A tradefman who refided in England, and had property in the 
Welt Indies, became a bankrupt. The ufual ailignment was 
accordingly made of all his effects tohis affignees. The defen- 
dant, who was allo refident in England, and had full knowleage of 
the bankruptcy, caufed an attachment to be iflued in the Welt 
Indies by virtue cf which he feized his effects in fatisfaction of a 
debt. ‘Che affignces brought their action againit him to recover 
the value of the goods fo feized. 

The queftion for the opinion of the Court was,—“ Whether 

¢ alignment of all the effects of a bankrupt, refident in Eng- 
2L2 land, 
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land, includes the property he has inthe Weft Indies, or any other 
country ?” : 

Lord Kenyon delivered the opinion of the Court, which was, 
that the affignees, under the commiffion, had a right to the effects 
of a bankrupt refident in England, although the ettects lay in ano- 


ther country. 





COURT of COMMON PLEAS. 


A Caufe of no little confequence to the proprietors of the 
ftage coaciiesy was lately tried before Lord Loughborough and a 
Special Jury. The plaintiff was an infide paflenger in the 
Banbury mail coach, and had the fmall bone of his arm broke by 
the overturning of the carriage, owing to the coachman’s having 
taken too wide a fweep in turning an awkward elbow of the 
road. 

Lord Loughborough was decidedly of opinion, that the action 
ought not tohave been brought, and fuggefted to the Jury, that 
if their decifion did not difcountenance fuch an attempt, it might 
tend to encourage even the travellers in poft-chaife, or the hirers 
of job carriages, to bring actions againft the owners of them 
for accidents occafioned by their breaking down, or being over- 
turned. 

The Jury, without hefitation, gave a verdict for the defendant; 
and the Chief Juitice, in order to mark the refentment of the 
Court at the making of fuch an affair the ground of anaction, 
directed, that, befides paying all the cofts, the plaintiff fhould alfo 
pay the expence of the Special Jury, though it was called by the 
defendant. 





THE Court of Exchequer lately gave final judgment ina 
Jong contefted and important caufe, which by their Lordfhips’ re- 
port appeared to be, a fuit inflituted by the Rev. Mr. Markham, 
againft the parifhioners of the Townfhip of Carlton, near 
Skipton in Craven, in the county of York, for payment of tythes 
of hay, agiftment of barren and unprofitable cattle, calves, wool, 
and lamb, The parifhioners not being able to produce any fort 
of evidence to exempt them from payment of tythes of agift- 
ment, calves, wool, and lamb, admitted plaintiff’s title to them, 
and fet up a modus of three-pence per ax-gang in licu * tythe 
ay 
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hay: But their Lordfhips, after two years confideration, being 
of opinion that the modus was not proved, and if proved that it 
would be badin law, totally fet alice the pretended modys, and 
decreed the defendants to pay to the vicar tythes in kind of hay, 
of agiftment of | arren and unprofitable cattle, calves, wool, and 
Jamb.—By this decifion the Vicar is put in poflefion of the profits 
of his vicarage, which have been wholly withheld from him for 
thefe thirteen years palt.

Shall now return to what relates tomyfelf. I was on boardan 
Englifh privateer, well armed and manned with failors, whe 
were determined to rifk every thing to makea bold ftroke. Five 


- or fix merchant fhips, were a fine fight to them. It would have 


been an eafy matter for me to have manned three of them, and 
tohave ranfomed the reft, as the Engliih fleet was fo near that 
I could not fail of falling in with it in four hours time, During 
the courfe of a week that I continued in the midit of thefe fhips, 
I came up to two of ti-2m, {poke a long time with them, by which 
they perceived my crew were Engliih, They confeiled that if 
I had ordered them to ftrike, they would have done it without 
making any refiftance. 1 had letters of marque, and could there- 
fore have made prizes of thefe ihips ; but I prevailed upon my 
crew to let them go, upon promifing eaca of them 1ol. fterling, as 
foon as we could get into Brett. Some of them, however, were 
not fatisfied with this, but my Captain fhewed great firmnefson this 
occafion, threatening to knock the firft man on the head who 
fhould make any difturbance about it, which madz them quiet, 
Idid not feel comfortable all the time we were within light of 
one another ; tue Captain and the crew might ealily have Changed 
their mind, and I am to this day quite at a lols to know how he 
; could 
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could refift the temptation of taking thefe fhips, which, upon an 
average, were worth 500,000 French livres a piece. He might 
the more eafily have done this, as he knew that I fhould not dare 
to take any fort of revenge upon him in England, and that he 
would have enriched himfelf without danger ; but he was faithful 
tohis engagements, and my apprehenfions were ufelefs, 

I had on board my fhip nine French failors, taken from the 
Carnatic, a veffel belonging to the French Eaft-India Company, 
which anchored by the fide of me in the Thames. Thefe nine 
failors, among{t whom were the mafter and the mate, appeared to 
me to be courageous people, I therefore told them of my appre- 
henfions refpecting the behaviour of the crew, and propofed to 
arm them fecretly, to. which they confented; and with the help of 
a dagger, a cutlafs, and a brace of pittols, with which they were 
furnifhed, they would have difabled a part of my crew from fight- 
ing, if they had attempted to mutiny, and the reft would have then 
fubmitted for fear ; but all thefe precautions were unneceflary, as 
they all remained in fubjection. 

Immediately after I had anchored in Breft harbour, the Admi- 
ral gave out orders, that nobody fhould come on board my hip, 
At the fame time I forbid my people to quit her on any pretence 
whatever. I fupplied the crew with as much frefh provifions as 
they wanted, for the month they continued in the harbour.— 
I moreover divided among{t them, as a reward for their good be« 
haviour, a gratuity of Sool. fterling, viz. 10]. to every failor, and 
the remainder to the officers. ‘Iwo days after my arrival I fet 
out from Brett to go to Verfailles, in compliance with the orders 
which I had received from the Minifter. [informed him of every 
occurrence, and in confequence of the manner in which he {poke 
of me to the King, his Majefty was pleafed to grant mea penfion 
of 6000 livres. 

My account of the ftate of the different ports and harbours, 
and the method of attacking them, which I pointed out, having 


been examined before a Board of Minifters, it was there deter- , 


mined that if matters were fuch as I had reprefented, it would be 
for the intereft of the ftate to carry my meatures into execution, 
and to take advantage of the enemy’s negligence; but as I had 
mentioned feveral extraordinary circumftances which they could 
not credit, they refolved, at the fame time they accepted my pro- 
pofal, to appoint an officer on whom they thought they could de- 
pend, to go over with me to England, to examine into the truth of 
what J had related, and to fet me right in any particulars in which 
1 might 
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I might have been miftaken. The perfon appointed was M. de. 


B——, an engineer in the army, who was in confequence ordered 
to repair to court. es Fins me 

When this officer came, I went with him to the Minifter for 
the war department, where he was informed of the commiflion on 
which they wanted to employ him. Prince de Montbarey told 
him, that if he would confent to go, he fhould be rewarded with 
the Crofs of St. Louis, be promoted to the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel, and have a penfion of 4000 livres (166]. 13s. 4d.) 
fettled upon him; and he promifed, if we fhould execute our 
commiffion fatisfatorily, that he would raife me to the rank 
of Colonel, make me a Knight of St. Louis and give mea 
penfion, He made ufe of thefe expreffions, “I am authorized 


' by the King to promife you thiefe favours ; fuch are the intentions 


of his Majefty, which 1 am commanded to make known to you.” 
M. de B required 24. hours to confider upon the dangers of 
the undertaking, and at laft determined to engage in it. The 
Minifter, after having put into his hands fome written dire&tions, 
made him a prefent of 12,000 livres (500l.) which was imme- 
diately paid him; after which we fet out for Breft. The very 
day we got there we embarked in our fhip, and failed without de- 
lay. As M. de B wifhed to make his firft obfervations at 
Plymouth, we fteered for that port, and got there the following 
day, incompany with a veffel from America, which anchored in 
the Sound along with us, by the fide of the guard-fhip. 

M. de B employed himfelf for the three firft days in recon- 
noitering the fort, which he examined within fide and without, 
and afterwards the different harbours and roads. 

M. de B having finifhed his obfervations, and being much 
difordered by the fea, we determined to fend my thip to Portf- 
mouth, and to travel in poft-chaifes. Before we fet out, we went 
to fee the French prifoners, amongft every ten.men of whom, 
I gavea guinea to be diftributed ; as 1 had done before in all my 
former journies. About eight o’clock in the evening, the day-be~ 
fore we fet out, they came and told me that fome people out of 
doors wanted to fpeak tome. ‘ We are Frenchmen ({aid they) 
who have deferted from a man of war; we are come to beg you 
to help us to make our efcape ; we were advifed to apply to you 
by your cook; th re «re 20 of us, and the reft of our companions 
are {cattered about in different places, but will come to you in the 
night ; your cook tells us that you have refcued above 400 of our 
countrymen, by carrying them, at different times, into France.” 
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Thad never before found myfelf in fuch a dilemma. Was ita 
fnare which the Captain of the man of war laid for me, to be rea 
venged becaufe I had got my men back again from him ; or were 
they really deferters in diftrefs ? The defire of affifting my coun. 
trymen in fuch a fituation, got the better both of my own and 
of M.de B ’s fears ; for that gentleman fecing every thing in 
a gloomy point of view, thought he fhould be undone by this good 
action. I ordered a mafter boatman, who was conftantly with 
me, to take thefe failors on board my fhip, as well as the others 
who might come in the night and afk to {peak with me. Before 
I fet out, I learnt that 17 of them were got on board; they 
weighed anchor about feven o’clock in the morning, and were 
reftored to their country. Juft as I was getting into the chaife, 
one of the three remaining deferterscameuptome. As my fhip 
had failed, there was only one method of faving him ; which 
was to drefs him as my fervant, and place him behiad the car- 
riage. Some time afterwards I carried him fafe to France. 

We paffed through Taviftock, a fmall town, which was made 
the place of confinement for French officers upon parole. They 
had only been allowed to walk to the diftance of half a mile; but 
at my requeft, and in confequence of a letter which I wrote to 
one of the general commiflaries, the perfon who had _ the care of 
the prifoners, extended their walk to three miles, Our journey 
to Briftol took up two days. After M. de B had recon- 
noitered this place, and I had difpatched fome bufinefs which re- 
quired my prefence, we proceeded for London, and arrived there 
two days afterwards. Without making any ftay, we fet out again 
for Portiinouth, where we arrived at teno’clock atnight. M.de 
B employed two days in reconnoitering this fea-port, and the 
town of Gofport, after which he wifhed to go to the Ifle of 
Wight, but the fea was fo rough that he could not embark.— 
Being thus difappointed, we went by poft to Southampton, where 
I hired 2 fmall floop, the mafter of which was in my intereft, being 
the fame perfon that con{tantly took the goods away from Hurtt- 
Caftle. “The-fea was {ti!l very rough when we fet fail, and M. de 
B—— was fo fick, that could not get him round the ifland by 
water; he therefore contented himfelf with reconnoitering as far 
zs the entrance of the Needles; and after he had examined the 
fortrefs of Hurft-Caftle, we landed at Yarmouth (in the Ifle of 
Wight) where he recovered a little from his fea-ficknef;. From 
thence we travelled poft to the different parts of the ifland, which 
we wantedtofee. After completing our obfervations, we returned 
to 
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to thé floop, which had gone to wait for us at St. Helen’s, where 
apart of the Englifh fquadron lay at anchor, the reft being at Spit- 
head; from thence we proceeded to Portfmouth. We faw the 
Victory fail out of harbour, where fhe had remained ever fince 
the engagement off Uihant. As we had nothing more to do. 
in this port, we went toLondon. M. de B made fome ob-= 
fervations along the Thames; after that we went on board my 
veflel, which was waiting for us as Dover: from whence we failed 
fifely to Calais, and got to Verfailles two days afterwards,

A VISION of MIRZA. 


The cloud, which, intercepting the clear light 
Hangs o’er thy eyes, and blunts thy mortal fight, 
I will remove——— 


ON the fifth day of the moon, which, according to the cuf- 
ton of my forefathers, after having wafhed myfelt, and offered 
upmy morning devoticns, I afcended the hills of Bagdat, in order 
to pais the reft of the day in meditation and prayer. AsI was 
here airing myfelf on the tops of the mountains, I fell into a 
profound contemplation on the vanity of human life; and pafling 
from one thought to another, “ furely (faidI) man is but a fhadow, 
and life a dream.” Whilit Iwas thus mufing, I caft my eyes 
towards the fummit of a rock that was not far from me, where L 
Vou. XVII. 426. 2M difcavered 
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difcovered one-in the habit of a fhepherd, witha little mufical 
inftrument in his hand. - As [looked upon him, he applied it to his 
lips, and began to play upon it. ~The found of it was exceedin 
fweet, and wrought into a variety of tunes that were inexpreffibly 
mhélodious, and altogether different from any thing I ever heard ; 
they put me in mind of thofe heavenly airs that are played to the 
departed fouls of good men upon theif firft arrival in paradife, 
to wear out the impreffions of the laft agonies, and qualify them 
for the pleafures of that happy place. My heart melted away in 
fecret rapturcs. 

I had been often told, that the rock before me was the haunt of 
a genius; and that feveral had been entertained with mufic wha 
had pafied by it, but never heard that the mufician jad before 
made himfelf vifible.s When he had raifed my thoughts by thofe 
tranfporting airs whichhe played, to tafte the pleafures of his 
converfation, 1 Jooked upon him like one aftonifhed; he beckoned 
to me, and, by the waving of his hand, directed me to approach 
the place where he fat. I drew near with that reverence whichis 
due to a fuperior nature ; andas my heart was entirely fubdued by 
the captivating {trains I had heard, I tell down athis feetand 
wept. The genius fmiled upon me with a look of compaffion 
and affability that familiarized him to my. imagination, and at 
once difpelied all the fears, and apprehenfions with which I ap- 
preached him. He lifted me from the ground, and taking me by 
the hand, “ Mirza, (faid he) Lhave heard thee in thy foliloquies; 
follow me.” : 

He then Ied me to the higheft pinnacle of the rock, and placing 
me onthe top of it; “ Cait thy eyes eaftward (fays he), and tell 
me what thou fecft.”——* I fee (anfwered I) a huge valley, anda 
prodigious tide of water rolling through it.””—‘ The valley that 
thou {ecft, is the vale of mifery; and the tide of water that thou 
{eeft, is part of the great tide of eternity.”’—“ Whatis the rea- 
fon, (faid L) that the tide I fee rifes out of a thick mift at one end, 
and lofes itfelf ina thick mift at the other ?”—** What thou feef, 
is that portion of cternity, which is called time, meafured out by 
the fun, and reaching from the beginning of this world to its con- 
funimation, Examine now (continued he) this fea, that is bounded 

‘with darknefs at both ends, and tell me what thou difcovereft in 
it.’— I fee a bridge (faid 1) ftanding in the midft of the tide.” 
“ The bridge thou feeft (replied he) is human life; confider it 
attentively.” Upon a more léifyrely furvey of it, I found thatit 
coniifted of threeicore and ten entire arches, with feveral that 
were 
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were broken; which added to thofe that were entire, made up the | 
number about anhundred. As I was counting the arches, the 
enius told me, that this bridge confifted at firft of a thoufand ” 
arches; but that a great flood {wept away the reft, and left the 
bridge in the ruinous ftate I now beheld it: “ But tell me further 
(fid he) what thou difcovereft on it.”’—*¢ I fee multitudes of 
people pafling over it (faid 1), and a black cloud hanging on each 
end of it.”. As I looked more attentively, I faw feveral of the 
paflengers dropping through the bridge, into the great tide that 
flowed underneath it, and upon farther examination, perceived 
there were innumerable trap-doors that lay concealed in the bridge, ‘ 
which the paflengers no fooner trod upon, but they fell through 
them int@ the tide, and immediately difappeared. Thefe hidden 
pitfalls were fet very thick at the entrance of the bridge, fo that 
‘throngs of people no fooner broke through the cloud, but many of | 
them fell into them. They grew thinner towards the middle, but 
multiplied, and lay clofer together, towards the end of the arches’ i 
that were entire. : 
There were indeed fome perfons, but their number was very i 
fmall, that continued a kind of hobbling march on the broken 
arches, ‘but fell through one after another, being quite tired and i} 
fpent with folong a walk. 
I pafled fometime in the contemplation of this wonderful 
ftrudture, and the great variety of objects which it reprefented. 
My heart was filled with a deep melancholy to fee feveral dropping 
unexpectedly in the midft of mirth and jollity, and catching at 
every thing that ftood by them to fave themfelves. Some were 
looking up towards the heavens in a thoughtful pofture, and in the 
midft of a {peculation ftumbled, and fell out of fight. Multi- 
tudes were very bufy in the purfuit of. bubbles that glittered in 
theireyes and danced before them ; but often when they thought’ 
themfelves within the reach of them, their footing failed, and 
down they funk. In this confufion of objects I obferved fome 
with fcimitars in their hands, and others with urinals, who ran to 
and fro upon the bridge, thrufting feveral perfons on trap doors 
which did‘not feem to liein their way, and which they might 
have efcaped had they not been thus forced upon them. i 
The genius feeing me indulge myfelf in this melancholy H 
profpest, told me that [had dwelt long enough upon it: “ ‘Take 





thine eyes off the bridge (faid he), and tell me if thou yet feeft any 4 
thing which thou doit not comprehend.” Upon looking up, i 
“ What mean, (faidI) thofe great flights of birds that are per- 
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petually hovering about the bridge, and fettling upon it from time 


to time? I fee vultures, harpies, ravens, cormorants, ‘and amon 

many other feathered creatures, feveral little winged boys, that 
perch in great numbers upon the middle arches.  Thefe (faid the 
genius) are envy, avarice, fuperftition, defpair, love, with the like 
cares and paffions that infeft human life.”—I here fetched a deep 
figh : “ Alas! (faid1) man was madein vain. How is he given 
’ away to mifery and mortality ! tortured in life and fwallowed up 
in death!” The genius being moved with compaffion towards 
me, bid me quit fo uncomfortable a profpect, Look no more 
(continued he) on man in the firft ftate of his exiftence, in his 
fétting out for eternity ; but caft thine eye on that thick mitt into 
which the tide bears the feveral generations of mortals that fall 
intoit. I directed my fight as I was ordered, and (whether or no 
the good genius ftrengthened it with any fupernatural force, or 
diffipated part of the mitt that was before too thick for the eyeto 
penetrate) I faw the valley opening at the farther end, and {pread- 
ing forth into an immenfe ocean, that had an huge-rock of ada- 
mant running through the mid{t of it, and dividing it into two 
equal parts. The clouds ftill refted on one half of it, infomuch 
that I could difcover nothing in it: But the other appeared tome 
avait ocean planted with innumerable iflands, that were covered 
with fruits and flowers, and interwoven with a thoufand little 


fhining feas that ranamong them. I could fee perfons dreffed in’ 


Glorious habits with garldnds upon their heads, pafling among the 
trees, lying down by the fides of fountains, or refting on beds of 
flowers ; and could hear a confufed harmony of finging birds, 
falling. waters, human voices, and mufical inftruments. Gladnels 

rew in me upon the dilcovery of fo delightful a fcene, 1 withed 
for the wings of an eagle, that I might fiy away to thofe happy 
feats ; but the genius told me there was no paflage to them, ex- 
cept through the gates of death, thatI faw opening every mo- 
ment upon the bridge. “ The iflands (faid he) that lie fo freth and 

reen before thee, and with which the whole face of the ocean 
appears {potted as far as thou canft fee, are more in number than 
the fands on the fca-fhore; there are myriads of iflands behind 
thofe which thou here difcovereft, reaching farther than thine eye, 
or even thine imagination can extend itfelf. Thefe are the 
mantions of good men after death, whoaccording to the degree 
and kinds of virtue in which they excelled, are diftributed among 
thefe feveral iflands, which abound with pleafures- of different 
Kinds and degrees, {uitable to the relifhes and perfedtions of thof 
, ; who 
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who are fettled in them. every ifland is a.paradife accommodated 
t its refpective inhabitants. Are,not thefe, O Mirza, habitations 
worth contending for? Does life appear: mifcrable, that gives the 
opportunities of earning fuch a reward? Is death to be feared, 
that will convey thee to fo happy an exiftence ? “Fhink. not man 
was made in vain, who has fuch an eternity referved for him,”’— 
I gazed with inexprefble pleafure on thefe happy iflands. . At 
length faid I, “ thew me.now, I befeech thees the fecrets that li¢ 
hid under thofe dark clouds which cover: the ocean on the other 
fide of the rock of adamant.” ‘The genius making menoan- 
fwer, I turned about to addref$.myfclf to him.a fecond time, but 
I found-that he had left me: I then turned-again ,to the vilion, 
which I had been fo Jong contemplating ; but.inftead of the roll- 
ing tide, the arched bridge, and the happy iflands, I faw nothing 
but the long hollow valley of Bagdat, with oxen, fheep, and 
camel, grazing upon the. fides of it.

iy follow you, non paffibus equis, over the wide and flowery 
field where you difport yourlelf with fo much dexterity and 
grace is by no means my intention, J amnotoneof thofe who, 
having taken a part, have an anfwer ready for every thing whith 
can be offered on the other fide. In many things I agree with 
you moft heartily, and the high approbation I feel of much of 
your work gives me the more confidence where I am obligcdto 
diflent. I have {trong doubts, and offer them as fuch in fair cif. 
cufion. I will endeavour to be as thort as the time allotted me 
will allow of, for it belongs only to your pen to be diffufe without 
being tedious. 

It is I think the peculiar infirmity of noble and ardent minds to 
run into extremes, to follow even the'righttoo far, You are dif- 
guited with the folly and danger of wild theories and extravagant 
projects, and would therefore reduce the fcience of government ta 
amere craft and myftery; but politics muft have fome abftra& 
principles, 

The moft meafured and technical writers have been forced to 
confider natural liberty and the rights of men as preceding all 
civil inftitutions. Sir William Blackftone, who has never pafled 
for a light or factious writer, fpeaks thus: “ Thus much for the 

declaration 
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declaration of our rights and liberties. “The rights themfelves; 
thus defined by thefe: feveral ftatutes, canfift in a number of 


private immunities, which’ will appear from what has been’ 


premifed to be no other than’ either that refiduum of natural 
fibérty which is not required by the laws of ‘fociety to be factificed 


to public convenience, or elfe thofe civil privileges which fociety 


hath engaged to provide in lieu of the natural liberties fo given up 
by individuals. Thefe therefore were formérly either by inheri- 
tance or purchafe the rights of mankind ; but in moft other coun- 
tries of the world, being now more‘or lefS debafed and deftroyed, 
they may at prefent be faid toremain ina peculiar and emphatical 
manner the rights of ‘the people’of Englatid.”* 

Though flavery muft be felt by the people, it may be foretold by 
the fage. To prophecy of fuch events, certainly much fagacity, 
and mtich experience, and much moderation are required, and 
many falfe prophets will arife who will deceive many ; butthis 
is equally true in morality, religion, and everything elfe that cane 
not be made the immediate object of demonftration ; and yet 
thefe are all reducible to fome great’ and general truths, which, 
when underftood, will be as univerially affented te as that the three 
angles of atriangle are equal to two right ones. ‘The fcience of 
politics may indeed be properly enough confidered as a fubdivifion 
ef moral philofuphy, capable of being treated fynthetically with 
much. advantage at this moment. “What has happened in out 
own view in America, in Ireland, in France, are great and preg- 
nant experiments. A treatife to which the proper title would be 
The Philofopy of Politics, executed as'I conceive it might be, 
would form an excellent and moft ufeful work. 

For my own part, I cannot apprehend any fuch danger as you 
feem to fear froin allowing men to fpeculate on the common- 
wealth as much as they pleafe. Speeches, fermons, and pamphlets 
will produce but little effeét, except where they find the minds 
of men predifpofed and ripe for the fubject. The bufinefs is already 
done before they can operate to any ftrong purpofe. ‘Vhey will only 
be ferioufly attendedto when they give vent to fome paffion, or fur- 
nith fome plaufible argument or excufe for what we are beforehand 
determined upon, While the people are happy and free they will 
no more be made to belicve themfelves opprefled and enflaved 
than all the oratory in the world will perfuade flaves and beggars 
that they are rich and content. 

Ifa free and equal conftitution could have been erected in 
France on the foundation of the old eftablifhment, I am ready to 
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allow that to level.all without diftin@tion was a rafh and dangerous, 
experiment, . But this does not appear to be the cafe. A cen- 
tury and half of defpotifin had fo warped and moulded every infti- 
tution to the fupport of the omnipotence of the Crown, and to the 


_ annihilation of the liberty of the fubjeG, that they could not be 


ufed for the contrary purpofes. If the four eftates had continued 
to mect in their ancient form, the nobles, the church, and the 
crown, poflefling each of them powers utterly inconfiftent witha 
free conftitution, would have united to render the reprefentatives 
of the people, /e tiers etét,a mere nullity. “The change from li- 
berty to flavery may proceed by filent lapfe, but illegitimate force 
muft be wrenched by violence from the ftrong hand of power.— 
The tyranny of France could only be overturned by the great mafs 
of the people. When this vaft and unwieldy machine is once 
fet inmotion, no mortal arm can exaétly direct its force, or deter- 
mine its momentum. We know that mankind in the aggregate 
muft be forced into activity by the immediate impulfe of fome 


ftrong paffion, and that their action will therefore always be ace 


companied with fome violence and fome‘excefs. We know too 
that change itfelf cannot be wrought without difturbance and dif- 
order; the decompofition and combination of elements will be 
attended with commotion and effervefcence. But where muchis 
to be obtained much may and ought to be hazarded : the utmoft 
that human prudence can provide againft future contingencies is 
to fecure the probabilities, the reft muft neceflarily be left to the 
great arbiters time and chance, to eventual courage and eventual 
ability. The deftruction of an inveterate tyranny, and the pro- 
bable eftablifhment of a free conftitution, muft be always cdén- 
fidered as cheaply purchafed at the expence of .a few years anar- 
chy and diforder. In all ages thofe citizens who fhall obtain 
for their country fuch advantages at fuch a price, will continu to- 
be ranked among the great benefactors of mankind. 

The queftion then is reduced: to this; Whether the late go- 
vernment of France was fuch as ought to have been endured.— 
It muft I think appear to every man who acknowledges the inefti« 
mable value of a free conftitution thatit was not. A govern- 


ment where the foundation of all law is comprized in one fhort’ 


formula, “ for fuch is our pleafure”—Car tel of notre plaifir ; 
Where the perfonal liberty, and confequently the property and 
life of e: ery individual, is held at the abfolute wil and difpofal of 
one man; is a government fhocking to tne common fenfe and 
fommon feclings of mankind, Neither the hereditary fucceflion 
ot 
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of ages, nor the acquiefcence of millions, can fanétify abufe or 
change evil into good. Wrong may be endured, but it cannot 
be eftablifhed. A bond in which no valuable confideration has 
been retained by one of the contracting parties is void in law as 
well as inequity. Poffeffion and prefcription tay be good titles 
primé facie, but they muft give way when higher claims and better 
rights are produced. I would ¢confider it as a datum confirmed b 
the general fenfe and experience of mankind in all ages, that an 
abfolute, or as you are pleafed to call it, an unqualified monarchy, is 
-no where to be fuffered. The prefervation of no order, no eftab- 
lifhment, can compenfate for this enormous evil. Every humane 
mind will anticipate with heart-felt fatisfaction the approach of 
that day when the race of defpots fhall have difappeared from thé 
face of the earth ; and when by their rufty coins and mutilated 
ftatues they fhall be known to have exifted, it fhall be faid of them 
as ~- the giants of old, “ in thofe days there were tyrants in the 
land.”

Extrat of a Letter from Governor Philips, to the Right 
Hon. Lord Sydney, dated Sydney Cove, Feb. 12, 1790, 


WHEN the Supply left Norfolk Ifland, the people were all 
‘ery healthy, and they had vegetables in the greatclf 
abundance; they get fifh when the weather permits for the boat 
to go without the reef, and at times in fuch quantities, that fil is 
ferved to the people in lieu of falt provifions. They make their 
lines from the flax plant; but unfortunately we have not any 
perfon who underftands how to drefs it. 

Half a pod of cotton being found on the Ifland, fuppofed to be 
brought there by a bird, and a cocoa-nut, which was perfectly 
found, and appeared tohave been buta fhort time in the watery 
being thrown upon the beach, have given fome reafon to fuppole 
that both thefe articles will be found in fome ifland at no great 
diftance. 

Lord Howe Ifland hzs been examined; but no frefh watery 
or good anchorage being ound, it «an be of no other advantage 


to this fettlement, than occaiionali, iupplying 2 few turtle. 

I had the honour of informin. your Lercihip, that a fettlement 
was intended to be madeat a eiaaned Rofe-hill, At the 
head of this harbour there is ~ 5, wnichy at half flood, has 
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water for large boats to go three miles up; and one mile higher 
the water is frefh, andthe foil good. A very induftrious man, 
whom I brought from England, is employed there at prefent, and 
has under his direétion one hundred convicts, whoare employed 
in clearing and cultivating the ground, A barn, granary, and 
other neceflary buildings are erected, and twenty-feven acres in 
corn promife a good crop. ‘The foil is good ; and the country, 
for twenty miles to the weftward, which is as far as I have exa- 
mined, lies well for cultivation: But even there the labour of 
clearing the ground is very great ; and I have feen none that can 
be cultivated without cutting down the timber, except foine few 
particular {pots, which, from their fituation, (lying at a diftance 
from either of the harbours), can be of no advantage to us at 
prefent ; and, I prefume, the meadows mentioned in Captain 
Cooke’s Voyage were feen from the high grounds about Botany 
Bay, and from thence they appear well to the eye, but, when 
examined, are found to be marthes, the draining of which would 
be a waite of time, and not to be attempted by the firtft fettlers. 

The Captain’s guard, which, until lately, did duty at Rofe-hill, 
is now reduced to a Lieutenant, and twelve privates, and intended 
merely as a guard tothe ftore, which contains the provifions, and 
which isthe redoubt; for 1 am now fenfible there is nothing to 
be apprehended from the natives; and the little attendance which 
hadbeen defired of the Officers, more than what was immediately 
garrifon duty, when at Rofe-hill, is now no longer required. 

At Sydney Cove, all the Officers are in good huts, and the men 
in barracks ; and although many unforefeen difficulties have been 
met with, I believe there is not an individual, from the Governor 
tothe private foldier, whofe fituation is not more eligible at this 
time, than he had any reafon to expect it could be, in the courfe 
of the three years ftation ; and it is the fame with the convicts ; 
and thofe who have been any ways induftrious, have vegetables 
in plenty. The buildings now carrying on are of brick and 
ftone, ‘The houfe intended for myfelf was to confift of onl 
three rooms; but having a good foundation, has been deal 
contains fix rooms, and is fo well built, that I prefume it will ftand 
for a great number of years. 

The ftores have been lately over-run with rats; and they are 
equally numerous in the gardens, where they do confiderable 
damage; and asthe lofs in the ftores could only be known by 
removing all the provifions, that was ordered to be done ; and 
many caiks of flour and rice were found to be damaged, or totally 

Vou. XVII. 426. 2N deftroyed. 
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deftroyed. The lofs in thefe two articles by the rats, fince land. 
ing, has been more than twelve thoufand weight. 

Vegetables and provifions having been frequently ftolen inthe 
night, from convicts and others, twelve convicts were chofenas 4 
night watch, and they have actually anfwered the end propofed, 
no robbery having been committed for feveral months 3 and the 
convicts in genera] have behaved better than I ever expeéted, 
Only two convicts have fuffered death in the laft year ; four were 
executed the firft year. 

As near two years have now pafied fince we firft landed in this 
country, fome judgement may be formed of the climate ; and 
I believe a finer, or more healthy climate, is not to be found in any 
part of the world. Of 1030 people who were landed, many of 
whom were worn by old age, the feurvy and various diforders 
only 72 have died in 21 months ; and by the furgeon’s returnit 
appears, that 26 of thofe died from diforders of long ftanding; 
and which, it is more than probable, would have carried them of 
much fooner in England. Fifty-nine children have been bornin 
the above time. 

In December the corn at Rofe-hill was got in ; the corn was 
exceedingly good ; about 200 bufhels of wheat and 60 of barley, 
with a {mall quantity of flax, Indian corn, and oats; all which is 
preierved for feed. Here I beg leave to obferve to your Lordhhip, 
that if fettlers are fent out, and the convicts divided amongft them, 
this fettlement will very fhortly maintain itfelf; but without which, 
this country cannot be cultivated to any advantage. At prefent 
i have only one perfon (who has about 100 convicts under his di- 
rection) who is employed in cultivating the ground for the public 
benefit, and he has returned the quantity of corn above mentioned 
into the public fore. ‘The officers have not raifed fufficient to 
fupport the little ttock they have ; fome ground I have had incule 
tivation wili return about 40 bufhels of wheat into ftore, fo that 
the produce of the labour of the convicts employed in cultivation, 
has been very fhort of what might have been expected, and which 
I take the liberty of pointing out to your Lordfhip in this place, 
to fhew, as fully as pofiible, the ftate of this colony, and thene- 
ceffity of the convicts being employed by thofe who have an intes 

reft in their labour.—T he giving convicts to the officers has been 
hitherto neceflary ; but itis attended with n any inconveniences, 
for which the advantages arifing to the officers do not make 
amends; it will not therefore be continued after this detachment 
is relieved, unlefs particularly directed, ‘The numbers employed 
ia 
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jn cultivation will of courfe be increafed, as the ncceflary buildings 
are finifhed, but which will be the work of time; for there are 
numbers in this fettlement who do nothing towards their owa 
fupport, except thofe employed for the public. 

In November the Supply failed for Norfolk Ifland, with fome 
convicts, and returned, after being abfent fix weeks. All the peo- 
plein that ifland were well, and their crops, after all they had fuf- 
fered from rats, birds, anda worm, which had done confiderable 
damage, fo good that they had grain fufficient for fix months, 
and bread for every one upon upon the ifland, referving fufficient 
| for their next year’s crops.
